Huffier From Untrained ami Immature 
Teacher«—Senate Foreeast—Senator Pet­ 
tigrew Improving—I ud la tut l’untmaiter*. 


W ashington, June 2S.~-The report of 
the committee of 12 011 rural schools in 
the United States, appointed at the con­ 
vention of the National Educational As­ 
sociation in July, 1896, has been com­ 
pleted and will be submitted at the next 
annual gathering. 
It is one of the most 
important documents on school educa­ 
tion tliat has appeare 1 since the promul­ 
gation of the report of the committee of 
10 011 secondary education in this coun­ 
try a couple of years ago. 
The report discusses the rural school 
problem in the different aspects of school 
maintenance, 
supervision, 
supply of 
teachers and instruction and discipline. 
The report says tliat for purpos<»s of or­ 
ganization, maintenance or supervision, 
nothing should be 
»»cognized as the 
unit smaller than the township or the 
county. 
The school district is the most 
I undesirable unit 
possible. 
Effecting 
this change wherever the district sys- ! 
tern prevails would conduce the effec­ 
tiveness and simplicity of organization; ! 
economy 111 funds, equalization of taxa- ! 
tion and to a sytem of supervision which 1 
would produce better results. 
Every ! 
community should lie requir'd to raise a 
certain sum 
for the Kupjxjrt of its 
schools as a prerequisite for receiving 
its »Imre of publie money. 
A certain 
definite sum should be appropriated to 
each school out of the state funds, and 
the remainder should tie divided in ac­ 
cordance with some fixed and estab- 
lishisl rule, a discrimination being made 
in favor of townships most willing to 
tax themM'lves for s< ho >l pnrpo»« ». 
The committee recommends collecting 
pupils from small school* into larger and 
]siyiug from the public fund* for their 
transportation, believing that in this 
way better teacher» can be provided, 
more rational methods of instruction 
adopted and at the same time the ex­ 
pense of the school* can be materially 
lessened. 
The report say» rural schooLs are suf­ 
fering from untrained aud immature 
teachers, and »ays the establishment of 
normal traiuimr schools, 
with 
short 
terms, each y<ar of which would be 
complété in itself, would do much to 
renndy the evil, and tliat the state 
would then be ju»tifii»l in demanding 
some degree of professional training 
from even* teacher in rural a* well a* 
city schools. 
In every state, the report 
says, some standard of qualification», 
moral and 
intellectual, 
with 
acme 
amount of actual experience, should b * 
demanded by law from tliose who aspire 
to fill the office of superintendent or 
supervisor of schools.
